In  reply. to  incmirieg  from  a  New  York  as- 
sociation, Consul  Furniss  sends  the  following 
from  Bahifi,  under  date  of  August  21 : 

There  is  one  factory  ill  tin" ^  consular  district 
devoted  lo  the  manufacture  of  powder.  This 
is  situated  in  Cachoeira,  a  town  of  about  5,000 
inhabitants,  some  20  miles  distant  from  here, 
and  reached  bvti.ilv  boats,  Th.:  town  is  oil 
the  Paraguay  river,  a  Few  miles  above  the 
head  of  the  bey  oil  which    Bania  city   is  si. 

lulled. 

to  about  4,000  kegs  of  25  pounds  each,  and 
ih. 11  it  retails  al  from  JO  I"  \o  milreis  per  keg. 
As  lite  milreis  varies  eithd  iv  in  value,  a  de- 
finite price  in  United  Stales  money  can  not  he 
given  ;  but  to-day  a  nulrcia  is  worth  14,3  cents 
United  Stales. 

The  greater  part  of  the  manufacture-  is  com- 
mon black  sporting  powder  ;  a  verv  little  of  a 
belter  grade  is  made.  Much  of  the  powder  is 
used  to  manufacture  unlive  fireworks,  consist- 
ing of  poor  ronian  candles,  skyrockets,  pin 
wheels,  and  the  like,  for  which  there  is  great 
demand,  on  account  0/  ihe  numerous  church 
festivals  and  saint  davs,  and  the  national  and 
stale  holidays,  to  say  nothing  of  the  large 
amount  daily  and  nightly  used  for  private 
parties  and  receptions,  or  to  celebrate  the 
drawing  of  a  prize  at  one  of  the  main  lot- 
teries. 

The  powder  produced  here  does  not  suit  the 
requirements  of  the  market,  but,  on  account 
of  tlie  stale  restrictions,  and  more  particularly 
the  municipal  restrictions  of  liahia.  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  only  port  of 
entrance  into  ibis  consular  district,  ihe  people 
have  to  be  content  with  that  of  local  manufac- 
ture, and  the  Cachoeita  powder  is  much  used 
ill  the  surrounding  country. 

There  are  no  government  regulations  pro- 
hibiting the  importation  of  powder,  but  after 
It  arrives  in  the  Harbor  it  is  loaded  on  a  gov- 
ernment boat  and  conveyed  to  the  quay, 
whence  it  is  removed  In  the  government  nm- 
gazine,  about  4  miles  distant ;    all    this  al   the 

expense  of  tlie  importer.    At  this  magazine 

the  government  keeps  a  guard,  and  an  im- 
porter making  a  sale  is  required  to  petition 
the  chief  of  police  of  this  city,  who,  al  his 
discretion,    gives    license   for   the  remov  d    of 

part  or  all  of  the  quantity  petitioned  for.    por 

this  service  tlie  fee  amounts  to  about  50  mil- 
reis {f~.  10),  and  ihe  petitioner  is  compelled  to 

tell  the  destination  of  the  powder  to  lie  with 
drawn,  The  license  for  removal  is  presented 
to  the  custom-house,  the  duty  paid,  n  permit 
received,  and,  upon  pres -million  of  this  to  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  magazine,  the  powder 
is  delivered.    The  party,  purchasing  from  the 

importer  must  sign  the' receipt  attached  to  the 
permit  issued  by  the  police,  -swear  lo  it  before 
a  notary,  and  return  it  to  the  police  depart- 
ment under  penalty  of  a  heiivv  line  for  non- 
compliance. 

lowder,  according  to  present  regulations, 
may  stay  in  the  government  magazine  until 
wauled  ;  a  charge  of  I  per  cenl  being  exacted 
for  storage,  which  amount  is  payable  upon 
withdrawal.  Ample  storage  is  provided  for 
any  amount  that  mav  be  imported. 

Ill  tile  City  of  Balm,  no  powder  is  allowed 
to  be  kept,  except  in  Cartridges  and  shells  for 
sportsmen**  use  ■  and,  on  account  of  the  res- 
trictions, there  is  only  one  stoie  where  these 
are  handled.  There  are  several  places  where 
powder  can  be  purchased  clandestinely,  at 
pnees  sufficiently  high  to  reimburse  for'  risk 
run.  This  practice  is  indulged  in  by  the 
smaller  stores,  where  it  is  sold  Under  the  name 
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UNDRTKRRHU,  apparently,  bv  the  want  of 
success  which  has  attended  the  Manchester 
ship  canal,  the  Belgians  are  thinking  about 
making  l.iogc  a  seaport  town.  This  is  a  bold 
idea  ;  but  the  plans  produced  bv  a  Belgian 
engineer  are  considered  lo  be  perfectly  feasible. 
The  canal  would  start  at  Antwerp  and  proceed 
by  way  of  Mereuthals.  One  of  itschlei  merits 
would  be  that  it  would  Utilise  at  least  two  ca- 
nal systems  already  in  existence;  but  they, 
i's  well  as  the  River  Meuse,  would  require 
Widening  and  deepening.

t  Banco  Coiuuiercial  lie  Lisbon,  Lisbon, 
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the  old  plantation,  or  seeding  was  resorted 
to.  It  required  three-find'  a  half  to  four  years 
before  the  new  plantation  became  productive. 
By  the  new  method  a  well-inaiiured  seed-bed 
is  prepared  and  the  young  plants  carefully 
nursed  and  transplanted  two  or  three  times, 
and  gradually  accustomed  to  the  sun.  The 
small  trees  are  then  transplanted  in  baskets 
in  rows,  carefully  spaced,  so  as  to  permit 
the  use  of  machines  for  hosing.  The  careful 
nursing  of  the  plants  yields  in  one  and  fl 
j  half  years  what  the  old  method  scarcely  pro- 
duced in  four  years.  The  laud  is  kept  free 
I  from  weeds,  and  for  this  purpose  is  machine- 
[  hoed  at  least  five  times. 
i  To  restore  the  amount  of  mineral  matter 
annually  reim  v  ■<!  by  the  crops  the  added 
fertilizer  should  contain  about  eight  grammes 
phosporic  acid,  thirty-five  grammes  potash, 
and  sixteen  grammes  nitrogen  per  tree.  Sta- 
ble Bin  nuns  must  also  be  applied  to  the  soil  to 
get  the  best  results. 

For  practical  purposes  the  farm  or  plantation 
should  be  divided  into  two  sections — one  for 
coffee  cultivation  proper  and  the  other  for  food 
and  fodder.  The  ratio  for  practical  purposes 
should  be  at  least,  for  10,000  trees,  fifteen 
hectares  fodder  land  and  live  hectares  animal 
land.  The  manure  from  the  latter  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  successful  working  of 
j  the  plantation. 

I  In  gathering  the  crops  the  ground  under  the 
'  trees  is  carefully  cleaned  and  the  berries 
allowed  to  fall  on  the  same.  Double  picking, 
I  to  separate  the  ripe  and  unripe  berries,  is  fre- 
I  quenlly  resorted  to,  but  is  not  a  universal 
;  practice.  The  picked  berries  were  formerly 
;  d  ied  in  the  sun  on  mats,  the  operation  taking 
;  several  weeks.  The  dried  berries  were  then 
!  shelled,  cleaned,  sorted,  and  marketed.  The 
i  average  yield  per  tree  was  300  to  900  grammes, 
;  the  hectare  containing  900  to  1,100  trees.  The 
;  maximum  yield  ranged  between  the  tenth  to 
S  fourteenth  vears,   and    varied  from  270  to  990 

■  kilos  per  hectare.  In  the  modern  plantation 
!  the  trees  are  planted  in  line  four  to  six  metres 
i  apart,  and  the  soil  fertilized  with  a  mixture  of 
]  stable  manure  and  chemical  fertilizers. 

!      The  preparation  for  the  market  of  the  picked 

■  berries  is  done  by  both  the  wet  and  dry  process, 
Usuallv  llie  picked  berries  are  put  through  a 
decorticator,  in  which  the  ripe  berries  are 
crushed,  while   the   unripe   bard  berries   pass 

'  through  unchanged.  The  latter  are  dried  se- 
parately- Since  the  ripe  berries  fl^at  and  the 
Unripe  "berries  are  heavier,  this  method  is  fre- 
quently resorted  to  for  their   separation,     The 

■  berries  are  spread  out  in  layers  for  drying,  the 
decorticated  berry    requiring    about   five  days 

■  (if  dried  iu  shell,  eight  days),  while  the  green 
'  berry  requires  twentv  to  thirty  days,  according 
1  to  the  weather, 

The  drying  process  is    now  much  improved 

by  sorting  the  berries  according  to   their  size. 

;  The  berries  are  first  dried  in  the  stin  for  a  few 

d.ivs,  liv  which  operation   they    lose  about   5f» 

■  per  ceiit  of  the  moisture.  'They  are  then 
transferred  in  drviiig-chnmbers,  and  the  drying 
rapidlv  terminated;  so  that    the   whole  opera-

Geologically,  the  best  coffee  lands  ar 
of  recent  volcanic  origin,  as  evidenced  I  y 
the  thorite,  melaphvre,  and  porphvr  rock,-. 
To  this  group  belongs  tbeVeWK  torn,  adark 
red  soil.  The  letfa  vennelha,  a  lighter  red 
soil,  inferior  to  the  former,  o  iginated  from 
the  paleozoic  and  triasstc  ages.  One  of  the 
best  S.  Paulo  soils,  known  as  massapi prela, 
is  a  rich  iutmassoil.  The  b^st  soils  are  rich 
in  phosphoric  acid  and  polish,  containing 
usually  iS  to  35  per  cent,  of  the  former  and 
10  1026  per  cent  of  the  latter.  The  fertility 
of  the  soil  is  usually  indicated  by  the  number, 
strength,    and   character  of  the  trees. 

The  varieties  of  climate  iu  Brazil  are  so 
great  within  the  cultivated  zone  that  Rio 
coffee  is  usually  marketed  a  month  sooner 
than  Santos  coffee,  while  the  crops  of  Bra- 
ganca  and  Alibaia  do  not  mature  before 
October. 

Of  the  varieties  of  coffee,  the  caff  national 
is  the  most  widely  cultivated.  It  is  less  pro- 
ductive than  the  Cafe)  Bourbon,  The  latter 
exhausts  the  soil  very  quickly,  and  is,  th -re- 
fore,  not  very  popular  with  planters.  Mara- 
gogipe  is  a  large  berry  of  limited  production 
and  high  market  value,  fiotucatu,  a  local 
yellow  variety,  known  in  India  as  «OoIdeu 
Drops  coffee.'  is  not  much  cultivated.  The 
variety  stands  between  cafk  national  and  caft 
BourSou  in  productiveness.  A  very  scarce 
variety  of  scientific  interest  in  the  cafi •  hybrico. 
with  four  to  six  berries  instead  of  the  two 
berries   common    to  the  other  varieties. 

At  present  the  varieties  cultivated  are  di- 
vided approximately  at  75  per  cent.  Arabian, 
20  per  cent.  Bourbon,  and  the  rest  between 
cafe  Botucalu  and  Maragogipe. 

The  abolition  of  slavery  in  1888  raised  the 
cist  of  production  of  coffee  and.  in  a  measure, 
also  the  method  of  cultivation.  By  the  old 
method,  as  soon  as  a  land  showed  a  tendency 
toward  short  crops  the  planter  with  his  slaves 
moved  to  the  interior,  where  he  had  acqnired 
new  lands.  The  primitive  forest  was  cut  down

The  foregoing  figures  show  that,  while  the 
gross  receipts  of  the  road  have  largely  in- 
creased, its  net  revenue  has  constantly  de- 
clined and  has  finally  been  extinguished  and 
converted  into  a  deficit.  This  seems  to  indi- 
cated conclusively  that  the  road  has  been 
badly  managed.  There  is,  consequently, 
good  reason  to  suppose  that  under  competent 
management  it  would  once  more  become  an 
important  source  of  revenue.

The  government  of  the  state  of 
Bahia  has  apparently  resolved  to  renew 
the  mistaken  policy  of  granting  public 
funds  for  the  aid  of  agriculture,  and 
this  at  a  time  when  its  revenues  are  in- 
sufficient for  its  needs  and  when  its 
funded  and  floating  debts  have  already 
become  burdensome  to  the  taxpayers. 
If  these  grants  were  even  indirectly 
beneficial  to  the  state,  sonic  excuse 
might  be  found  for  them,  but  it  will  be 
difficult  to  show  where  they  benefit  any- 
body outside  of  the  small  groups  to 
whom  the  funds  are  given.  But  this  is 
a  matter  requiring  demonstration.  For 
many  long  years  the  national  govern- 
ment has  pursued  this  policy,  and  im- 
mense sums  of  money  have  been  devot- 
ed to  that  purpose.  If  benefits  have 
been  derived  from  these  grants,  they 
must  now  be  apparent,  and  it  will  be  an 
easy  task  to  show  what  they  are.  And 
it  would  be  wise  to  have  the  subject 
investigated  before  spending  any  more 
money  in  that  direction,  We  should 
like  to  have  a  report  on  this  question 
from  Councillor  Loureneo  de  Albu- 
querque, or  from  Sr.  Luiz  Tarquiino- 
or  from  « Alceste»  of  thejornaldo  Corn- 
met  cio.  We  should  like  to  have  it  stat- 
ed what  the  government  has  expended 
in  loans  to  agriculture,  in  the  introduc- 
tion of  colonists  and  immigrant  laborers, 
and  in  subsidies  to  railways  and  central 
factories.  And  then,  on  the  other  side, 
we  should  like  to  know  what  the  results 
have  been,  what  part  of  these  loans  has 
been  paid  back,  and  what  increase  in 
revenue  has  been  caused  by  them.  If 
the  public  funds  are  spent  for  such 
purposes,  then  the  public  should  derive 
some  benefit  from  it  ;  has  it  done  so?
